H. J. Nicholas, President of the 
Association, said that many car’ 
owners, in computing their gaso- 
line tax deductions, may be sur- 
prised to discover how much they 
pay in gasoline taxes in the 
course of a year. i 

He noted that 870 gallons a year 
is the figure the U. S. Bureau 
of Public Roads gives as the av- 
erage consumption of motor fuel 
per vehicle in Mississippi., but he 
pointed out that this is merely 
a guide and that individual gas- 
oline tax deductions must be com- 
puted in terms of actual car 
usage and fuel consumption.

INFORMATION FOR 
WOOL GROWERS 


Chairman Fitzhugh Lee of the 
Hancock Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation County Office 
reminds wool producers to be 
sure that the sales documents 
they have received for selling 
wool during the past year con- 
tain all the information required 
under the wool incentive payment 
program. 

It is particularly important, Mr.

charges. The ASC county office 
where the program is administered 
has the authority to adjust sales 
proceeds when charges are not 
shown. Where false information 
is filed, both the producer and 
the wool buyer are subject to

142.86 lunder the 1958 program for wool 


and unshorn lambs marketed not 
later.than March 31 this year. 
Later marketing will be eligible 
for payments under the 1959 
program. 

Applications for payment un- 
der the 1958 program must be 
filed not later than April 30 at 
the county office. This cut-off 
date is necessary to permit a 
final accurate calculation of the 
average price received by farm- 
ers for wool during the 1958 
marketing year. When the aver- 
age price received for shorn wool 
is known sometime this summer, 
the payment rate will be an- 
nounced and payments will be 
made to growers. 


INFORMATION TO 
PARTICIPANTS OF 
MISS, SOIL BANK 


Is your farm under a conserva- 
tion reserve contract in the Soil 
Bank this year? If so, be sure to 
comply with any acreage allot- 
ments on the farm and also to 
observe your permitted acreage 
of Soil Bank base crops. 

That is the reminder going out 
this week from the Hancock Agri- 
cultural Stabilization and Conser- 
vation County Office to all parti- 
cipants in the 1959 Soil Bank 
Program. 

Generally speaking, the permit- 
ted acreage on a Soil Bank farm 
is the amount of land on which 
grains, oilseeds, and row crops 
may be produced. It consists of 
the historical acreage of such 
crops less the amount of land 
placed in the Conservation Re- 
serve. A farmer who exceeds 
this permitted acreage or any 
acreage’ allotment on the farm 
may lose his annual rental pay- 
ment and also be subjected to a 
civil penalty. 

The ASC office points out that 
when all eligible cropland on a 


[farm is- in the Soil Bank, the per- 


mitted, acteage is zero. The home 
area on such a farm may 
be used to produce crops for home 
use, for setting out forest trees 
agricultural purposes,
